ONTARIO  STATISTICAL  CENTRE  (OSC) 


The  Ontario  Statistical  Centre,  the 
focal  point  for  the  Ontario  Government 
on  statistical  matters,  coordinates 
and  presents  Ontario's  position  on  a 
variety  of  topics.  Expanded  statistical 
activity  at  both  the  federal  and 
provincial  level  has  meant  an  enlarged 
role  for  the  OSC.  Thus,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  ONSTAT  NEWS  is  seen  as  a 
response  to  internal  data  communication 
needs  of  the  government.  Statistical 
groups  exist  in  many  ministries  and 
agencies  and  it  is  important  that  each 
knows  what  studies  are  being  conducted 
by  other  groups. 

In  its  task  of  administering  The 
Statistics  Act,  RSO  1970,  the  OSC 
functions  as  a  branch  in  the  Central 
Statistical  Services  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Treasury,  Economics  and 


Intergovernmental  Affairs.  It 
discharges  its  responsibilities  by 
supplying  statistical  advisory  services 
and  by  collecting,  processing,  and 
disseminating  business  and  social 
statistics  essential  to  economic 
planning  and  policy  formation  by  the 
ministries  and  agencies  of  the  Ontario 
Government.  In  line  with  these 
functions,  the  OSC  is  organized  into 
three  sections:  Consultative  and 
Coordinating  Secretariat;  Surveys  and 
Statistical  Standards  Section;  and 
Manufacturing  and  Primary  Industry 
Statistics  Section.  The  operational 
objectives  of  these  sections  are 
achieved  through  the  following  means: 

•  Preparing  statements  that  define 
Ontario's  position.

•  Reviewing  proposals  initiated  at  both 
national  and  provincial  levels. 

•  Conducting  statistical  surveys. 


The  OSC  produces  annual  and  quarterly 
publications,  such  as  the  Ontario 
Statistical  Review Ontario  Credit 
Unions 3  and  Real  Estate  Brokerage  Firms 
in  Ontario.  It  also  produces  a  variety 
of  reports  on  specific  matters  from  time 
to  time. 


STATISTICAL.  DATA  USERS'  COMMITTEE  (SDUC) - - 

The  Statistical  Data  Users'  Committee  represents  the  various  statistical  groups 
in  the  ministries  and  agencies.  Its  origins  go  back  to  the  1971  Census  Data 
Users'  Committee,  which  was  set  up  to  coordinate  Ontario's  approach  to  the  1971 
Census.  With  the  upsurge  in  users'  requests  for  statistical  data  during  the 
past  four  years,  however,  the  activities  of  the  SDUC  have  gone  far  beyond  purely 
census  matters. 

With  members  drawn  from  throughout  the  government,  the  SDUC,  operating  through  a 
committee  structure,  is  able  to  overcome  the  difficulties  inherent  in  attempting 
to  represent  the  widespread  interests  of  a  large  number  of  ministries  and 
agencies.  As  a  group,  it  can  look  at  issues  and  examine  data  needs  on  a  govern¬ 
ment-wide  basis.  Thus,  the  work  emerging  from  the  SDUC  is  a  clear  reflection 
of  the  province's  overall  statistical  needs. 

Many  of  Statistics  Canada's  programs  are  useful,  and  indeed  vital,  to  Ontario, 
and  the  province  will  obtain  maximum  benefit  only  by  continuing  to  expand  its 
role  in  their  design  and  by  providing  suggestions  for  improvement.  Because  of 
the  increasing  importance  of  this  task,  the  OSC  must  rely  more  heavily  on  the 
expert  advice  and  guidance  of  the  SDUC  to  obtain  maximum  provincial  input.  As 
the  number  and  scope  of  federal  and  provincial  services  continue  to  grow,  it  is 
vital  that  Ontario  be  both  a  contributor  and  a  beneficiary  of  this  expanded 
statistical  act i v i ty . 


NEW  STATISTICAL  ACTIVITY  —  — 

MINISTRY  OF  COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES 

Proposals  for  a  new  statistical  informa¬ 
tion  system  to  cover  MCU-financed 
cultural  agencies  are  currently  under 
discussion.  Designed  to  collect  data 
from  the  ten  major  cultural  agencies 
receiving  funds  from  the  MCU,  the 
Cultural  Institutions  Information 
System  would  report  on  revenue  and 
expenditures,  capital  funds  and 
expenditures,  facilities,  and  staffing.

MINISTRY  OF  TREASURY,  ECONOMICS  AND  INTERGOVERNMENTAL  AFFAIRS 

An  Income  Profile  of  the  Working  and  Non-Working  Poor  in  Ontario  for  the  Year  1975 


This  paper  discusses  the  problem  of 
working  poor  families  who  could  receive 
more  money  if  they  gave  up  their  jobs 
and  went  on  provincial  or  municipal 
welfare  assistance. 

Specific  programs  which  other  provinces 
have  introduced  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  the  working  poor  are 
briefly  outl ined. 


Comparisons  of  the  disposable  income 
of  minimum  wage  earners  and  social 
assistance  recipients  by  family  size  are 
made  for  Ontario.  Calculations  are  made 
to  show  what  gross  annual  wages  families 
of  various  sizes  would  require  to  be  as 
well  off  in  terms  of  disposable  income 
as  families  receiving  social  assistance. 


An  Interprovincial  Comparison  of  Income  Securitys  Health  Care3  lax  Credit s  and 
Related  Programs 


Most  social  assistance  programs  are 
directed  to  specific  target  groups:  the 
elderly,  the  disabled,  the  unemployed, 
etc.  The  working  poor  family  is  too 
often  ignored.  Premium  assistance  for 
health  care  and  the  Ontario  Tax  Credit 
System  are  directed  at  all  low  income 
families  no  matter  what  their  reason  for 

A  General  Income  Redistribution  Model 

This  paper  was  tabled  at  the  welfare 
ministers'  conference  in  Winnipeg  and  at 
the  finance  ministers'  conference  in 
Ottawa  in  December  1974.  It  outlines  a

MINISTRY  OF  LABOUR 

Information  on  the  characteristics  of  low-wage  workers  is  vital  to  policy 
development  and  program  design  in  several  ministries.  The  Ministry  of  Labour  requires 
it  in  several  policy  areas  but  especially  in  connection  with  the  minimum  wage.  The 
most  needed  characteristics  are  those  that  indicate  the  extent  of . dependence  of  a 
low-wage  earner's  family  upon  his  or  her  wage.  This  information  is  important,  also, 
for  the  Social  Security  Review  which  is  attempting  to  rationalize  the  total  system 
of  government  income  support  programs.  To  provide  this  type  of  information  the 
Research  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  has  recently  undertaken  two  surveys  that 
are  discussed  below. 


Survey  of  Registrants  of  Canada  Manpower  Centres 


Between  November  1973  and  March  197**> 
information  was  collected  on  low-wage 
registrants  at  35  Canada  Manpower 
Centres  across  Ontario.  The  data  taken 
directly  from  Centre  registration  forms 
covered  approximately  68,000  persons  who 
earned  less  than  $2.50  per  hour  in  their 
last  job  or  whose  required  wage  was  less 
than  $2.50  per  hour.  Information  was 
coded  on  over  25  items  including  sex, 
age,  marital  status,  language,  industry. 


occupation,  and  education.  A  few  of  the 
preliminary  findings  are  that  married 
males  comprise  only  about  7  per  cent  of 
the  total,  approximately  two-thirds  are 
females,  k~J  per  cent  are  single,  and  55 
per  cent  are  under  25  years  of  age. 

Much  of  the  information  obtained  from 
the  survey  is  available  in  the 
ministry's  Employment  Information 
Series,  Number  7,  entitled  ''Character¬ 
istics  of  Low-Wage  Workers  in  Ontario". 


Survey  of  Low-Wage  Workers  in  Selected  Industries 


This  survey  was  undertaken  because  the 
data  from  the  Canada  Manpower  Centres 
did  not  provide  information  on 
employment  status  of  spouses  and,  in  the 
main,  covered  unemployed  persons.  The 
approach  was  to  send  listing  forms  to 
establishments  in  industries  which  are 
known  to  have  a  considerable  number  of 
low-wage  workers.  The  employer  was 
asked  to  supply  the  name,  address,  and 
language  spoken  for  each  person  in  his 
establishment  whose  straight  time  hourly 
wage  rate  was  within  20  cents  above  the 
minimum  wage.  Then  a  short  question-

naire,  consisting  of  about  ten 
questions,  was  sent  to  a  sample  of  the 
identified  low-wage  workers  during  the 
summer  of  197**.  Questionnaires  were  sent 
to  7j000  workers  but  only  a  *+0  per  cent 
response  was  obtained.  Accordingly, 
when  the  results  are  available  they 
should  be  interpreted  with  caution. 
However,  analysis  to  date  shows  that  the 
results  are  broadly  consistent  with  the 
results  of  the  study  of  Canada  Manpower 
reg i strants .

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Commencing  in  1969,  the  Ontario  Statis¬ 
tical  Centre  instituted,  at  the  request 
of  Statistics  Canada  and  CMHC  in  Ottawa, 
a  continuing  sample  survey  of  conven¬ 
tional  mortgages  newly  registered  in 
Ontario.  This  survey,  which  excludes 
NHA  mortgages,  is  derived  from  data 
recorded  from  government  administrative 
records  (property  deed)  by  staff  of  each 
of  the  97  registry  and  land  titles 
offices  throughout  the  province. 

Although  only  five  provinces  have  made 
commitments  to  date  to  conduct  a  corres¬ 
ponding  survey,  others  are  expected  to 
participate  in  the  design  to  obtain 
national  statistical  data  on  mortgages. 


The  Ontario  survey  recorded  260,504 
conventional  mortgages  with  an  accumu¬ 
lated  value  of  $8,304,341,000  during 
1974  (most  recent  publication).  Data 
estimates  are  published  annually, 
including  compilations  on:  type  of 
borrower,  type  of  lender,  number,  amount 
and  average  value  of  mortgages,  interest 
rate,  term  of  loan,  ihunicipality  (name, 
type,  and  size),  county,  economic 
region,  and  planning  region.

Population  Estimates  for  Ontario  by  Sex  and  Single  Years  of  Age,  1971-1975 


These  estimates  constitute  the  first 
attempt  by  the  Economic  Analysis 
Branch  to  produce  a  single-year  age 
distribution  which  will  be  of  value  to 
users  in  the  educational  and  social 
planning  areas.  Previous  estimates 
used  the  customary  five-year  age 
groupings. 

Furthermore,  the  estimates  depart  from 
the  previous  ones  in  that  the 
calculations  are  not  based  on  the 
published  1971  Census  population 
distribution  by  single  years  of  age  and 
sex  but  were  derived  from  the  actual 
birth  cohorts  for  the  period  1961-1971 
modified  by  actual  mortality  data  and 
estimated  migration.  The  vital 
statistics  data  (births  and  deaths) 
were  obtained  from  the  Registrar 
General's  reports;  the  migration 
estimates  are  based  on  published 
migration  statistics  of  the  Department 
of  Manpower  and  Immigration  and  the 
Branch’s  internal  studies  designed  to 
derive  the  net  migration  data  for  the 
province.

Consequently,  the  initial  estimated 
population  for  Ontario  in  1971  is
